It was oa this novel issue 
the case was tried and Newark won it. a 
His first move was to demand a jury and in 
this connection he said six men would suit 
him. The plaintiff upheld that if a jury had 
to be had he wanted one of twelve citizens 
and after this had been argued an hour the 
latter number was fixed upon. Con- 
stable Shields was sent after the jurymen. 
He brought in a panel which did not suit 
the defendant at ali. Many of the veniremen 
looked as if they had slept in lodging-houses 
so often they had grown catious to bed bugs. 
What he wanted was jurymen who had be- 
come enough acquainted with bedbugs to ex- 
perience their discomforts, but not so thor- 
oughly acclimated to them to indiffer- 


ent. 

After sharp questioning the jury was se 
lected, The piaintiff for a time had eas 
sailing. It looked like a one-sided case unt 
Newark’s defense was put in, and then the 
complexion of the case changed, 

The defendant and the members of his fam- 
ily gave testimony which was overwhelming 
and unanimous. It was that the house was 
the home of bedbugs, that it seemed to be 
their headquarters in the Twelfth Ward, and 
that they overran everything. They were om- 
nispresent and always active and there was no 
living in the same house with them, In seif- 
defense he had to move out. The bed it 
was said, made the house uninhabita die. 

Then came the speeches. That oftthe land- 
lord's lawyer was prosaic. Bat the 
lawyer for Newark rose to the 
exigencies of the occasion. He totally 
ignored the lease and devoted himself to the 
bedbug issue. He quoted a decision of the 
Supreme Court, whereby the ce of 
se wer gas had been heid sufficient to break a 
lease, and exclaimed: “I: gas, why not bed- 
bugs? He explained the habite of bedbugs, 
deciaimed regardmg the discomforts pf bed. 
bugs, and grew eloquent over the hostility of 
bed bugs to the human race. attorney 
for the plaintiff attempted to secure a ruling 
from Justice Hall to the effeet that bedbugs 
were not a legal defense to a broken lease, 
but the Magistrate declined to so declare, 

As for the jury it sotemuly filed out of the 
room, and after a few moments as solemnly 
fied back, after which the foreman an. 
nounced: **We find for the defendact,” 
There was not a/man on it willing to go on 
record as being indifferent to bedbugs,

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OUTLINES OF THE NEW PASSENGER 
. AGREEMENT AMONG RAILROADS. 


Adopted Section by Section, and Will Be 
Voted On asa Whole Next Wednesday 
Object Is to Provide for Joint Instead 
of Individual Action in All Matters of 
Common Interest, and Secure Protec- 
tion Against Unfair Competition—Other 
Rallway News. : 


Nothing suggestive of a pool is contained in 
the new passenger agreement the General 
Agents of the various roads between 
Chicago and the Missouri River have been 
considering for the last two days. It has now 
been adopted section by section, and will be 
voted upon as a whole at a meeting to be held 
next Wednesday. The new agreement is 
scarcely more stringent than was the old 
Western Passenger Association agreement, 
and there are no provisions providing for di- 
vision of earnings, division of traffic, or the 
infliction of penalties for violation of agree- 
ment. ; 

The object of the new association, as set 
forth in the agreement, is to provide for joint 
instead of individual action in all matters of 
common interest and to afford protection 
against unfair competition, to the end that 
proper rates of fare may be maintained. The 
territory of the association will be that em- 
braced within the following boundaries and 
the agreement covers all competitive passen- 
ger business originating in, destined to, or 
passing through such territory : 

The States of Minnesota, r

Missouri on and north of the St.

The more important provisions of the new 
agreement are as foliows:

be subject-to agreement by lines interested. 

The officers of this association shall be a 
Chairman, an Executive committee, and an Aud- 
iting committee. 

All rates of fare or of commissions of a competi- 
tive character as defined by this agreement shall 
be subject to unanimous agreement by lines 
directly interested, 2 in event of failure to 
agree appeal may be made to the Chairman, who 
shall act as arbitratorin a review of case 
and shall take such action as he believes the sit- 
uation warrants. 

Should the Chairman fail to t the appeal 
within five days from its ipt, the appealing 
line or lines shall have the right to piace the 
poedenee arrangement in effect upon giving ten 

ays’ written notice to the Chairman. 

In emergency cases, where it is necessary to 
take individual action in meeting competition, 
and where there is not time to secure full protec- 
tion by relief ruling from the Chairman, lines 
may meet the action of line or lines complained 
of after giving notice to the Chairman of pro- 
posed a which shall aiso 28 the name 
of the line or lines against which taken.

Hach member shall be responsible to the asso- 
ciation for business ticketed or controlled by 
non-association lines over its road the same as 
for its own act. Ifany member of this associa- 
tion accepts tickets from a foreign company at 
rates or under conditions not authorized such 
action. shall be considered a violation of this 
agreement. 

lf the Chairman shall become satisfied that 
any line outside of the association is | rote of 
acts or is pressing a course on tickets of its own 
issue or affecting those of the issue of associa- 
tion lines that is in conflict with the letter or 
spiritof this agreement, or rules and regulations 
adopted thereunder, it shall be his duty to issue 
an order in the name of the proper traffic offi- 
cials of all lines partiesto this agreement sus- 
pending passenger business relations with such 
offending line to such an extent as he may deem 
necessary. 

To provide a means of testing and clearing the 
markets and for expediting the settlement of 
charges of violations of this agreement local as- 
sociations shall be formed in the Cities of Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Kansas City. Omaha (to include 
Council Biuffs), Des Moines, St. Joseph, St. Paul, 
and Minneapolis, and may be formed at other 
points by agreement of lines interes 

This agreement shall continue in full force for 
one year from the date made effective and there- 
after subject to thirty days’ written notice of 
withdrawal on the part of any member.

entirely encouraging. ‘The great advance in 


cotton had arrested exports and so deranged 
exchanges that shipments of gold were for a 
time apprehended, but the break in the mar- 
ket indicates that the natural movement of 
the product may soon be restored. The halt- 
ing of demand and moderate yielding of 
prices in the great industrial markets show 
that a season of reasonable attention to nat- 
ural conditions has arrived and gives hope 
that the future demand will be more nearly 
proportioned to actual consumption. 

The cotton market hus been partly cor- 
nered for early delivery by a New Orleans 
operator and his followers, as it has been 
twice in not distant years by Liverpool 
speculators who ended in failure. The es- 
timate of Mr. Neill, who has been conspicu- 
ously correct in judging cotton crops, indi- 
cates a yield of 6! „000 bales, where more 
speculators had expected much less, and led 
many to realize the meaning of 3,000,000 
baies brought over from last year, The 
actual receipts thus far, only 17 per cent less 
than last year, from a crop of 9,900,000 
bales, fail to support low estimates, and 
spinners here and abroad with much unan- 
jmity refrain from buying largely at current 
quotations, Until price recedes far 
enough to bring out a liberal supply of cotton 
bills there will bea possibility of gold ex- 

ts, for other merchandise exports are small 
rom New York for two weeks, 10 per cent 
less than last year, with imports in the two 
weeks of October 29 per cent larger than 
last year. In September dutiable imports 
were 54.2 and for the nine months 53.8 
per ceut larger than last year. 

Wheat does not go out freely, and the at- 
tempt to advance prices on Monday was fol- 
lowed by an immediate decline. Atlan- 
tic exports, flour included, have been in the 
last three weeks 4,558,455 bushels, against 
7,248,111 bushels last year, and the big ship- 
ments from Russia and of late from Argen- 


‘tina show that the world is not yet obliged 


to pay Atlautic prices for American wheat. 
Western receipts for the week were remark- 
ably large. 7.733.000 bushels, and for three 
weeks 21,638,977 bushels, against 614,017, 
261 bushels last year. The rush of wheat to 
market and the largest output of flour ever 
known at Minneapolis are not evidences of a 
great shortage in yield, but the price 
changed only an eighth for the week. Corn 
is stronger, without clear reason, for while 
exports in three weeks are 3,326,284 bueh- 
els, against 236,705 bushels last year, they 
at best dispose of only an insignificant frac- 
tion of the great yield. 
The iron industry is still fully engaged on 
old orders, but new business is so scanty 
many of the works are seeking it at some con- 
cessions in price, and only large contracts 
have been made at $1.75 to $1.80 for bridge 
plates, quoted at 1.9 to 2 cents. Quotations 
are not lower, though any good order com- 
mands some discount.

Textile manutactures have strong markets 
for materials to support them, but scarcely 
any advance is seen this week in cotton goods, 
though the rise for the month has averaged 
4.1 per cent, and there seems such a halt as 
appeared a month ago in iron products. The 
price of some worsteds has been advanced, 
because advanced abroad, but it is as ques- 
tionable as ever how far the market can be 
held by domestic makers, and woolen manu- 
facturers have to face, not only foreign com- 
petition, but an especial tendency of popular 
demand toward worsted fabrics. Sales of 
wool, 21,219,700 pounds at the three chief 
markets, against 13,702,800 pounds in 
1893. greatly exceed actual consumption.

SCIENCE FINDS A CURE FOR CANCER. 


New York Doctors’ Successful Experiments 
with Prof. Schweitzer’s Protonuclein. 

New York World: The experiments with 
Prof. Schweitzer’s protonuclein, the new cure 
for cancer described in the World several 
months ago, have progressed so far in this 
city that the experimenters now publicly ex- 
press the greatest confidence in it. | 

Dr. Waiter S. Wells of No. 37 West Highty- 
second street, who was the first to apply the 
discovery here, is prepared after six months 
of experiment to say positively that it will 
cure cancer. Associated with him in the ex- 
periments are Dr. Henry Rock Connor of No. 
237 West Thirty-fourth street and Prot. 
Mack, formerly house surgeon at the New 
York Skin and Cancer Hospital. They agree 
with him as to the efficiency of Prof. 
Schweitzer's process. ' 

Protonuclein, as explained ty Dr. Wells 
yesterday, is pimply a preparation containing 
the leucocyte—a floating living cell, existing 
by the millions in the blood and having the 
power of independent movement. The prep- 
aration of Prof. Schweitzer is in two forms 
a liquid which may be injected hypodermic- 
ally and a powder which is administered in- 
ternally. leucocytes encounter ia the 
blood various germs of diseases taken in 
through the air, water, and food, which they 
envelope and destroy by. a sort of digestion. 
are scavengers of the blood. Prof. 
Schweitzer isolated these leucocytes from the 
blood of certain animals, and once isolated 
they are easily applied to cancerous 
growth. 

By the use of this preparation Dr. Wells 
and Dr. Connor declare that the knife be- 
comes either auxiliary to the medical treat- 
ment or is altogether unnecessary. The first 
and the most remarkable of all the cases 
treated by Dr. Weils on the leucocyte basis 
was that of Mrs. Carmilla Deluce of No. 100 
Bayard street. When she came into the hands 
of Dr. Weils she had an immense cancerous 
growth, involving every gland of the neck 
and covering the whole outer surface of the 
throat. A reporter of the World saw the 
woman last night. The cancer was gone and, 
to all appearance, she is fully recovered. 

The growth so involved arteries, veins, 
and nerves of the néck thatan ordinary opera- 
tion with the knife would have been impos- 


sible. 
wet perhaps, the worst case of lympho- 
sarcoma lever saw,’’ said Dr. Wells yester- 
day. For a long time the tumorous growth 
was so hard and irresponsive that we failed to 
make any impreesion, and only after we had 
broken several needles were we able to form 
a passage sufficient for the hypodermic in- 
jection of the leucocyte lymph. After the 
tirst day or so we found that the tumor on 
one side of the neck was a little softer to the 
touch; that on the other was just as hard as 
ever. Under the influence of the injections 
the whole growth began to soften, then to

Dr. Wells in his experiments during the last 
six months has discovered many cases in 
which it would be unsafe to 2 the 
leucocytes internally. Under n 
ical conditions peculiar to individual patients 
such treatment would be likely to produce 

ipitation of the heart, difficulty of breath. 
ing, ot other serious disturbances. Even when 
injected in solution with hypodermic appa- 
ratus, the leucocytes cause ian some patients a 
violent agitation of the heart and lungs. 

In such cases Dr. Wells was compelled to 
find other means to dissolve the 
tissues of the cancer, so that the growth 
crumble, He hit upon ozoni 


said Dr. Wells y iy, answers in many 
cases even better than pyogenic process, 
Besides, it completely deodorizes the cancer. 
The first case in which I tried this process 
was that of a woman Who had been curetted 
twice—once in Philadelphia and later in New 
York—without arresting the cancerous dis- 
ease. Ordinarily that woman would have 
died last June. The ozonizing process ap- 
plied to every part of the cancerous growth 
seemed to paralyze it. She fully recovered.““

TO BUILD MATCH WORKS, 


CONTINENTAL PREPARING TO IN- 
VADE WESTERN FIELD, 


Will Establish a Factory Near Chicago 
to Compete with Diamond Match 
Compan y—Gould Millions Help Build 
a Factory in New York State—Activ- 
ity in Consolidated Packing Sixes— 
Alley L Reorganization Progresses 
Slowly—Decline in Sterling Rates, 

The Continental Match company, which is 
backed by the Gould millions, is preparing 
for active and aggressive competition with 
the Diamond Match company. The Conti- 
nental is now looking for a site in the neigh- 
borhood of Chicago for the establishment of 

a factory to supply the Western trade. Kan- 

kakee is said to be the probable location of 

this new factory, though there is a chance 
it will be located within the city limits of 

Chicago. The company is now completing 

a new four-story factory in Ogdensburg, N. 

L. Little is known of this factory in trade 

circles and the company has made it a point 

to withhold information in regard to it. 

It is said that by Nov. 1 it will be ready for 

operation. 

The Continental Match company was or- 


ganized only a year ago with a capital of 
$1,000,000 all paid up and with Edwin Gould 


as President and H. F. Downs as manager. 


It now has one factory in operation in Pas- 
saic, N. J., which is turning out matches to 
its full capacity. With the opening of the 
one in Ogdensburg, N. ., 
in New England and other Eastern States, 
and with the one in contemplation in the 
vicinity of Chicago, it will become a compet- 
itor of the Diamond Match company of no 
mean proportions. The company is the own- 
er of the patent for a machine for the man- 
ufacture of matches which, it is said, can 
be operated successfully at small cost, The 
company will use Southern pine in the manu- 
facture of its product instead of the North- 
ern pine used by the Diamond Match com- 
pany. The pine is cut in blocks of a size 
needed for the machines to work upon and 
is shipped in that shape from the mills. It 
does not make much difference where the 
factory is located so far as the securing of 
pine is concerned. There are a few small 
concerns engaged in the manufacture of 
matches in the United States, but the compe- 
tition from these is not felt particularly by 
the Diamond Match company. The Conti- 
nental, however, starting in with a capital 
of $1, 000, 000 and with other money to be had 
if needed, will be a competitor to be feared. 
The Diamond Match company, however, has 

a cap'tal stock of $11,000,000, an increase of 
$2,000, d from its capital at the beginning 
of the present year, and it will require a com- 
pany with ample funds behind it to cut se- 
riously into its trade. The Diamond Match 
company now has nine factories in the 
United States and another in Liverpool, En- 
gland, and two sawmills in Michigan which 
furnish it with the lumber n in the 
manufacture of its product. 

On the local stock market yesterday there 
was unusual activity in the 6 per cent bonds 
of the Consolidated Packing company. Dur- 
ing the morning session $46,000 worth of 
these bonds were sold from an opening at 


61 down to 60% and a last sale of 10,000 - 


shares which broke the market to 60. Dur- 
ing the afternoon there were further sales 
of $15,000 of these bonds at 60. It was sai 
on the exchange the bulk of these bonds 
were sold for the account of a large holder 
who had come to believe the chances were 
poor of putting the company upon a sound 
financial basis. It was the opinion of some 
that the bonds were bought as a part of a 
general scheme for reorganization. At the 
meeting of the stockholders and bondholders 
of the company held on Thursday nothing 
definite was done looking towards this re- 
organization. It was said by. Mr. Botsford 
that several plans had been suggested, but 
nothing definite had been agreed upon. He 
said as soon as the plan was definitely de- 
termined, under which it was hoped to reor- 
ger the company, the information would 
9 to the public. 

All .“ reorganization plans are not 
— — as well as could be wished by stock 
holders, Col. Wolcott is still in Boston and 
he has not yet notified Mr. Mitchell or Mr. 
Bigelow when he will arrive in Chicago. It 
is throught, however, he can be induced to 
come early next week and that when he does 
come the committee will get to work with- 
out further delay. Mr. Bigelow has been 
spending his time since his arrival in. Chi- 
cago in the offices of the Alley L“ in going 
over the books of the company and in con- 
sulting. with Receiver Hopkins as to the 
condition of the property. Chairman Mit- 
chell said yesterday the committee would 
be well -supplied with information by the 
time Col. Wolcott. gets here.

THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL SAYS “NO.” 

Yesterday's Trirsune contained the in- 
formation that the directors of the Illinois 
Central road had had a meeting at which 
they decided unanimously to refuse to ac- 
cept the Lake-Front Park ordinarce if it 
contained both or either of the amendments 


recommended by the joint committee. They 


will not build a viaduct from Randolph 
street to the river over their tracks, anid 
they wil do nothing to help on the scheme 
of constructing a boulevard outside of their 
tracks from the Lake-Front Park to Jack- 
son Park. ‘Nor will they sell or donate 
their five miles of riparian rights along that 
shore. 

It was best that the directors of the road 
should make known their decision at once, 
for this ordinance comes up in the Council 
on Monday night. The Aldermen know 
now exactly what the state of the case is. 
The directors have resolved that they will 
accept the bargain as it was made with the 
Mayor of the city. Therefore if the ordi- 
nance goes through as the committee has 
reported it back the city will not get a via- 
duct from Randolph north to the river, nor 
will it get what certain Hyde-Parkers de- 
mand. 

It will, however, dispose of a quarter of a 
century old controversy. It will get a new 
park, largely at the expense of the Illinois 
Central railroad, which will build a break- 
water the city has not the money to con- 
struct and which private subscriptions will 
not provide. The road will do considerable 
filling along the lake-front which the city 
has not the funds to pay for. The road will 
also sink its tracks out of sight, some- 
thing which no amount of litigation could 
compel it to do, and it will construct four 
viaducts across its tracks to connect the 
Lake-Front grounds and Michigan avenue 
with the new park. 

If the Council amends the ordinance, 
loading more obligations on the company, 
the directors declare they will not ac- 
cept it. In that case the city will get 
neither viaduct to the North Side, nor 
park, nor proposed boulevard south to 
Jackson Park, nor anything else, and 
the Lake-Front question will continue 
where it has been since the fire. Some 
of the things which the city wants done it 
can perhaps secure by going into the law 
courts and litigating with the Central for a 
dozen years. Other things it cannot get by 
litigation. - It cannot force the road to 
build that viaduct to the North Side, for in- 
stance, or to surrender its riparian rights 
from Park row to Jackson Park. 

Half a loaf is better than no bread. 
Ninety-nine hundredths of a loaf is very 
much better than no bread. From a‘com- 
mon sense point of view it is wiser for the 
city to pass the ordinance as negotiated be- 
tween the Mayor and the President of the 
road, thus getting all it can, and leave other 
questions for future consideration. If the 
majority of the Aldermen want to leave this 
Lake-Front matter undisposed of, hoping 
‘that there may be boodle in it for them 
hereafter, they will adopt the amendments 
and kill the ordinance and cheat the people 
out of. a beautiful park in the heart of the 
city. The company having declared what 


| the consequences of amending the ordi- 


nance will be, these boodler Aldermen can- 
not say they acted unadvisedly. 


HOW DEMOCRATS BLEED CANDIDATES. 
Before the Australian ballot was intro- 
duced the parties used to print their own 
tickets. When a Democratic nominee re- 
fused to pay the heavy assessment levied 
on him by the Executive committee he was 
brought to terms by a threat that if he did 
not submit to bleeding his name would be 
left off the ticket. That could have been 
done, and he would have had no redress. 
Under the present method, however, the 
proper authorities put on the official ballot 
the names of the candidates certified to it 
by a convention, and a party committee has 
not the grip on the neck of nominees which 
it used to enjoy. It cannot suppress their 
names if they refuse to be assessed. Some 
Democrats have refused, to the great in- 
digna tion of the men who had the handling 
of party funds. 
But the machine bosses are now trying a 
new scheme which went into effect just 
prior to their recent convention. It was 
then ordered that whatever candidate for 
office would not pay the levy on him would 
not be allowed to compete for a nomination. 
For example, every man who desired to 
make the race for a Drainage Trusteeship 
was required to put up a certified check for 
$3,000, that being the amount of the partisan 
assessment, and also one-sixth of the total 
salary he would receive if elected!

THE LAST OF THE BEMIS CASE. 
The University of Chicago, through Al- 


bion W. Small, head professor of sociology, 


and Nathaniel Butler, director of the uni- 
versity extension division, has made a 
statement, concurred in by President Har- 
per, as to the reasons for the dismissal of 
Prof. Bemis. It is a final, crushing reply 
to the professor and his injudicious friends, 
made only after it was apparent that the 
efforts of the university to protect Prof. 
Bemis’ interests were not appreciated, and 
that the latter and his friends were bent 
upon an attempt to injure the university by 
erronoeous statements published in the col- 
umus of unfriendly newspapers. 

The letter printed by the heads of de- 
partments with which Prof. Bemis was for- 
merly connected shows that his position 
was that of a university extension associate 
professor, and that he undertook the duties 
of the position with the understanding that 
his work should be largely in that depart- 
ment, as his services were not needed in the 
class work of the university proper, and 
further, that as the university extension 
division has no regular endowment the pay- 
ment of salaries would be dependent upon 
the fees received from the lecturers. The 
figures produced in the letter show that the 
numbers of Prof. Bemis’ classes steadily 
declined from 1892 to 1895, and that his 
actual earnings were $1,000 a year, his sal- 
ary being $2,500. Under these circun- 
stances he was notified more than a year 
ago that it was desirable he should seek 
another field of usefulness. He accepted 
the decision, and the university made efforts 
to secure him a position in a smaller in- 
stitution where he could confine himself to 
the class-room. It was not until the friends 
of the professor and the professor himself 
sought to put another construction upon 
the matter, and the university authorities 
were menaced with newspaper attacks if 
they did not assign him to regular class 
work in the university, that they felt it 
necessary to declare publicly the reasons 
and to declare also his incompetency and 
inability successfully to fill the position 
held by him. Upon this point the writers 
Say: 

8 of the elements which entered into the fall - 
ure of his extension work would be fatal objections 
to a university instructor. In attempting to be 
judicial he succeeded in being indefinite. Instead 
of erring by teaching offensive views, the head 
and front of his offending was that he did not seem 
to present any distinct views whatever. 

In summarizing the case the writers say: 
„We wish to make the most emphatic and 
unreserved assertion which words can con- 
vey that the ‘freedom of teaching’ has 
never been involved in the case. The case 
of Mr. Bemis would have been precisely the 
same if his subject had been Sanskrit or 
psychology or mathematics.” And in an- 
other place they affirm: 

It should be added that no man who has éver 
given a dollar to the university has ever directly 
or indirectly entered objection to the views taught 
by Mr. Bemis in his lectures; and that, so far as 
the university knows, his teachings upon sub- 
jects of municipal reform, trusts, ete., are teach- 
ings to which the authorities would not think of 
interposing objection. 

The statement of the university should 
be considered as closing the case. It shows 
that Prof. Bemis has acted in a very in- 
judicious manner and that he has followed 
the advice of intemperate and foolish 
friends. It is doubtful whether a man hold- 
ing his peculigr views would be allowed to 
teach them in any university, because 
parents do not send their sons to these in- 
stitutions to be tatight such heresies. Out- 
side of them he has the right to teach what 
he pleases so long as it does not conflict with 
the law or the good order of the com- 
munity. 


THE TORRENS LAND TITLE LAW. 

The Republican convention advised “all 
Republicans to vote for the Torrens land 
transfer system at the coming election, be- 
lieving that the act is in the direction of re- 
form, and that the people who so desire are 
entitled to have the opportunity to avail 
themselves of that system.“ The Demo- 
cratic convention expressed itself much to 
the same effect, declaring that “the present 
system of transferring land titles is at- 
tended by many unnecessary risks, heavy 
expenses, and vexatious delays,” which are 
specially burdensome to the owners of smal! 
properties. 

In spite of this hearty indorsement of the 
law by both parties some real estate owners, 
especially the smaller ones, Who are less fa- 
thiliar ‘with the provisions of the act, may 
feel inclined to vote against the law, fear- 
ing lest their evidences of title to their 
property may be taken from them and 
others substituted without their assent. 
On that point they may reassure them- 
selves. There will be no change as far as 
they are concerned unless they ask for it. 

All that the ratification of the law will do 
will be to put its machinery in operation in 
this county and enable property-owners 

who want to cut loose from title deeds and 


abstracts, and have registrar's certificates’ 


of title instead, to do so. It is asserted 
there are very many holders of real estate 
who believe that they can sell it more easily, 


especially to small purchasers, if there is

‘The New York City Woman's 
Suffrage League and the Political Equality 
club are going to do what they can to get 
Senators and Assemblymen elected who are 
in favor of female suffrage. It is needless 
to say their work will be wasted. The 
Business Women’s Republican club has 
adopted for its motto the words “Hustle, 
hustle,” and the way in which it proposes 
to hustle is by “influencing” maseuline vot- 
ers. The methods of “influence” are not 
stated, The most formidable agency in 
this business is the Republican Women's 
club, of which Miss Helen V. Boswell is 
President. She is going into the work with 
her sleeves rolled up. She proposes to speak 
at three ratification meetings every day 
until the election. She will give fifteen- 
minute talks at noon with the factory wom- 
en, showing them why they should urge their 
men to vote the fusion ticket. On election 
day she will have ten soup and coffee 
kitchens, six mere than she conducted last 
year, These kitchens will be in charge of 
servitors of the same nationality as the 
voters of the district in which they are lo- 
cated. She believes in the persuasive power 
of food and drink upon the average mas- 
culine voter. The practical work of these 
various female organizations in the munic- 
ipal politics of New York is a novel feature. 
By whatever number of votes they may ob 
tain they will be a distinct gain for the 


fusion ticket, but it remains to be seen when

The London Daily News presumes that the 
powers have accepted a Mussulman in- 
stead of a Christian as High Commissionec 
for carrying out the reforms in the ad- 
ministration of Armenia demanded by them, 
and adds: “If so it will be a severe disap- 
pointment to Armenia’s best friends.”

It is incredible that the great powers 
which have control of Turkey should allow 
these massacres to continue and permit 
themselves to be deceived over and over 
again by the unspeakable Turk. 


REVOKE THE LICENSES IF NECESSARY. 

The Chief of Police gives notice that if a 
saloonkeeper breaks the midnight closing 
ordinance after due warning, and then 
when sued escapes paying a fine by resort- 
ing to some legal technicality, stronger and 
more effective.measures will be resorted to. 
The revocation of the offender’s license will 
be recommended by the Chief, and the 
Mayor will revoke it. 

The saloon ordinance gives the Mayor the 
power to revoke a license “whenever it 
shall appear to his satisfaction that the 
party so licensed shall have violated any 
provision of any ordinance of the City 
Council relating to intoxicating liquors.” 
A man may have paid the full sum of $500 
for a license for the entire year, but if the 
Mayor revokes it for good cause a week 
after it was issued the licensee cannot get a 
cent back. The Supreme Court has held 
that— 

When & person accépts a license from the Mayor 
of a city under an ordinance empowering the 


Mayor to revoke for cause and the license recites 
| that it may be revoked by the Mayor at any time in 


| his discretion, he will have no ground to day that 


the Mayor has no power and that it can be re- 
voked by judicial sentence only. 

The all-night saloonkeepers ought to 
understand that they must live up to the 
conditions on which licenses are granted 
them. If they keep open after midnight, 
allow guming to be carried on in their 
places, sell liquor to minors, or allow their 
premises to be the resort of disreputable 
persons their licenses can be taken away 
dnd they be unable to carry on the liquor- 
vending business lawfully, unless the Com- 


mon Council changes the ordinances in 
their favor to do as they please. 


Tos BY DEPRECIATED MONEY. 


Mr. Edward Atkinson tells the readers of 
Harper's. Weekly that the cost of the War 
of the Rebellion-was increased a billion dol- 


lars by the depreciation of the dollar, and 


the interest on that increased cost has 
amounted to another billion; that for a 
term of years that depreciation amounts to 
b 
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nchen power of the dollar, and this is 
fully borne out by the statisties cited. The 
average for seven years after the introduc- 
tion of the legal tender notes shows an in- 
crease in wages of a trifle less than 36 per 
cent, while the increase in general prices 
was 71 per cent. Wages rose at a later 
period, while the purchasing power of the 
dollar itself was increasing, so that the 
average day of toil commanded a higher 
price as measured in dollars, while each 
dollar would buy more than previously. 

If these facts were known by the work- 
ing classes of the United States the wage- 
earners would look upon the free silver ex- 
tremists as their worst enemies. They 
would understand what the silver frauds 
really mean in saying that if gold should 
go to a premium it would assist us in selling 
in foreign markets to a larger extent than 
we at present are enabled to sell.” They 
would see that this is based on the expecta- 
tion of lower wages in proportion to the 
price Changes in the things that are bought 
by the toiler, because the labor employed 
upon the production and transportation of 
raw material as well as finished product 
costs 75 to 80 per cent of the selling price 
of the goods, and the other elements of 
ultimate cost are not likely to be reduced in 
greater proportion, if at all.

COST OF BAD MONEY TO THE PEOPLE 


Effect of a Depreciated Currency on 
the Workihg Classes. 


New York Journal of Commerce: Mr. Ed- 
ward Atkinson has contributed to Harper's 
Weekly an article exhibiting the effect of a 
depreciated currency upon the working 
classes and people of small means. It con- 
sists of deductions from the experience of 
the country during the paper money régime. 
The first thing shown is the fact well known 
to all who remember that period, or have 
familiarized themselves with it, that wages 
did not rise so promptly as the prices of 
commodities. The average for seven years 
after the intreduction of the legal tender 
notes shows an increase of wages of 35.9 per 
cent, and an increase in general prices of 71 
per cent. This amounts to much the same 
thing as a reduction of nearly one-third in 
wages. No fact is better understood by all 
who have even a slight acquaintance with 
financial history than that wages advance 
less rapidly than prices, and legislation 
which reduces the purchasing power of 
money therefore falls heavily upon nine- 
tenths of the population. Ata later period 
wages rose, but that was when the paper 
dollar was appreciating' in value accord- 
ing to the common phrase. The silver and 
other cheap money men cannot be expected 
to understand this, but it Is the fact. After 
allowing for the increased taxation to which 
the government was obliged to resort, Mr. 
Atkinson concludes that about a billion dol- 
lars a year for seven years, 1862 to 1869, was 
transferred from the many who live on 
wages to the few who live on profits by this 
reduction in the purchasing power of the 
dollar. It is this perfectly well established 
effect of a reduction in the money unit upon 
wage receivers that makes the clamor of 
portions’ of the working classes in this coun- 
try for the silver instead of the gold dollar 
incomprehensible. The 1 Classes of 
Europe know better than this; in vat dyes | 
they have openly opposed any attack u 
the gold standard; in both England and 
many the silver men, who are only — 
tional bimetallists, are nobles and great 
land-owners. 

Mr. Atkinson also figures réasonably 
enough that the cost of the war was in- 
creased a billion dollars by the depreciation 
of the dollar, and the interest upon that in- 
creased cost has amounted to a billion dol- 
lars. Probably both of these estimates are 
too low. The purchases of the government 
were especially large at the time when the 
dollar was most depreciated. To get the 
money to make these purchases the govern- 
ment had to sell bonds redeemable in coin 
for whatever they would bring in depreci- 
ated paper, for it probably could not have 
sold bonds redeemable in paper on any bet- 
ter terms. Its credit was affected by the 
possibility that the South would succeed an- 
impair its ability to pay, but much mors b 
the fact that its issue of paper money u. 
effort to force its circulation by a legal ten 
der act was a confession of desperation, in 
consequence of which even coin bonds were 
in but little better standing than the green- 
backs which drew no interest and were not 
redeemable at any specific time. Indeed, 
there was a time when the greenbacks were 
depreciated by a further issue in order to 
bring them down to the point at which $100 
in them would be paid for a $100 bond, for it 
was argued that it would be disgraceful to 
sell the bonds at less than r; but to sell 
them at par in dollars worth 38 cents was 
thought to be a clever stroke of finance. 
Mr. Atkinson gives his reasons for believing 
that for a term of years the depreciation 
of the greenback amounts to a tax of $40 
upon every man, woman, and child, or $120 
annually upon every bread-winner. 

He is quite justified in suggesting that the 
foundations of many of the gréat fortunes 
that now worry the Populists and the So- 
cialists were laid by the depreciation of the 
currency in the war period and the transfer 
to profits of an immense amount of the na- 
tional production which would otherwise 
have gone to wages. Yet these Populists and 
Socialists are determined to bring about an- 
other and a much more sudden depreciation 
of the money unit.

New Orleans Picayune: With the arrival 
of the first new sugar of the growth of 1895, 
an event which occurred yesterday, the 
sugar season opened. The sugar was not 
sold, a fact which is extraordinary in itself, 
as it is utterly unprecedented. The owner 
of the sugar sent it to warthouse, prefer- 
ring, so it is reported, to wait for higher 
prices. This evidence of confidence in a 
strong market argues well for the spirit of 
confidence on the part ¢f the sugar growers 
with which the season opened.

James Baidwin in The Horse Fair” (The 
Century company.

Sig. Francesco 8. Nitti, Professor ‘of

New York Recorder: Give Utah State 
autonomy and what is to prevent thé re- 
establishment of polygamy?

deliquesced small bubbles of escaping gas were 
noticed. A man employed in the basement stated 
that a few days previously he had been attracted 
by a considerable volume of smoke (probably 
steam) coming from the fuse. The other two 
branches of the fuse were entirely free from any 
deposit. 

The trolley is apparently a great source of dan- 
ger. In one case trolley wires running into a sta- 
tion shed were hung from wooden beams by means 
of the usual insulated guy-wires. The trolley 
wires passed about two feet beneath some iron 
truss supports which were insulated from the 
ground. In putting up a water drain a truss was 
grounded by nails driven through the tin drain, 
touching the truss. A trolley slipped from the trol- 
ley wire and touched both the wire and the truss, 
grounding the current through the nails, causing 
them to set fire to the station. Another instance 
cited is that of a burnout which occurred in a car 
decorated for a trolley party. About 100 incan- 
descent lamps were arranged about the car, and 
around them was wound colored muslin and fancy 
buntings. The heat from the lamps ignited the 
cloth, burning it and scorching the car. Another 
inspector’s report tells of an overheating of rhe- 
ostat on an electric motor car which ignited a 
wooden floor six inches above it. Six controllers 
at this point were used to start the motor and regu- 
late its speed. One of these controllers was left 
in circuit throughout the whole run of the car and 
became overheated. The car floor and connections 
were burned. 

Lightning caused much damage during the 
quarter. In one case a lightning discharge on a 
telephone line running into a house grounded 
through the nail in contact with a gaspipe. The 
discharge pierced the gaspipe, .ignited the gas. 
and set fire to the upper part of the house, caus- 
ing a loss of $4,000. One loss of $75,000 was re- 
ported as supposed to have been caused by elec- 
tricity, but the fire had destroyed all evidence of 
its origin and no conciusive proof could be ob- 
tained. A suit for $250,000 damages, the report 
says, has been entered against a trolley road by a 
water company. It is based on destruction of 
water pipes due to electrolysis. The petition filed 
in court alleges that the water company has 
already expended a large sum in replacing pipes 
ruined by electric currents and will be compel.ed 
to replace many more. The court is asked to 
compel removal of the cause of the trouble. The 
crossing of telegraph or telephone with trolley 
wires caused burnouts, in numerous instances 
and fires resulted. Trolley wires were reported in 
several cases as hindering the work of firemen. 

Commissioner of Insurance Rose of Texas has 
issued his annual report. He makes recommenda- 
tions to the Legislature advocating the repeal of 
the incorporation law and the prohibition of 
Lloyds insurance. He takes a firm stand in favor 
of honest insurance and the conservation of prop- 
erty, and is especially severe on the valued policy 
law. Inadequate rates and adverse and hostile 
legislation have conspired, he says, to discour- 
age many of the best companies engaged in fire 
insurance. No change would be of greater im- 
port to the companies and the people, he believes, 
than the repeal of what is commonly known as 
the valued policy law. He criticises it as a bur- 
den to honest men in that it sets a premium upon 
rascality by placing a higher value upon property 
where a depreciation has occurred. The law in- 
creases the moral hazards,. and consequently the 
rate, he says, by becoming a direct tax against 
the business of the h t insurer. ““Where a 
depreciation has reached a point below the 
amount named in the face of the policy,“ the re- 
port reads, the company is then carrying. the 
whole risk, and in the event of loss the owner 
under this law makes a clean profit instead of sus- 
taing a fair and just proportion of the loss. A 
policy of Insurance Commissioner Rose be- 
lieves, should be a contract and not an instru- 
ment of legislative enactment where the dis- 
honest man increases the tax on his property. In 
regard to the Lloyds the report says: These 
Lloyds associations are flooding the State with 
scductive literature, and this department is satis- 
fied are doing business here without authority. 
I have hopes of securing, before many days, 
sufficient data, however, upon which to base an 
action or suit against the agents of these surrep- 
titious backdoor adventurers. ;

An insurance official who has recently inspected 
the cotton warehouses at Memphis, Tenn., ex- 
pressed yesterday the belief that the inspection of 
that property by the insurance inspectors of the 
local board is not sufficiently careful. In many 
cases the hose in the interior of these warehouses 
for the purpose of extinguishing the fires was 
found to-be rotten. The nozzles were missing or 
some other necessary part was gone. In a number 
of instances the barrels placed about to hold wat 
for fire purposes were leaky. The central a 
of these warehouses were found to be so piled up 
with cotton as to seriously endanger the so-called 
fireproof compartments. These fireproof compart- 
ments were all within twenty feet of the cotton in 
the courts. 

With a little more care the cotton business in 
Memphis could be made profitable to the insurance 
companies,“ said the official. ‘There has been a 
decided improvement in the construction of ware- 
houses, which lessens the great danger of fire. 
What is needed is efficient inspection and a decided 
improvement in the fire extinguishing appliances 
on hand in the several warehouses.’’

It does not include a coliege 
course, which would cost a rich girl at least 
$8,000 more. Much less does it include a 
trip abroad, which can be made to run up 
into just-as many thousands as the bank 
account can stand: At first glance $60,000 
seems rather a large sum, but it soon dwin- 
dles into an insignificant amount after a 
careful survey of. the details of the cultiva- 
tion necessary to bring a single rosebud 
to perfection. The mere dressing of the 
aristocratic miss from the time her dainty 
layette is worn out until she is 18 and prop- 
erly equipped for the fray involves an ex- 
penditure of at least $18,000. This need not 
indicate that she is elaborately dressed or 
perniitted a single piece of jewelry. It 
means only plenty of good school and street 
dresses; fine but not fancy underwear; pret- 
ty, appropriate hats and plain, strong shoes, 
with, of course, a riding habit, a gymnasium 
suit, and dainty dancing frocks included, 
but all made in the most childish, simple 
fashion in the world. This, however, for 
sixteen or eighteen years, consumes easily 
$18,000. | 

To dress children in the elaborate fashion 
employed by people who have recently ac- 
quired money would cost twice the amount 
mentioned above. The orders for clothing 
for these regally dressed little tots which are 
sometimes received by fashionable houses 
are almost past belief. Sixty dollars was 
the price recently paid for a half-dozen tiny 
skirts for one of these opulently clad babies, 
while a white summer hat for the same little 
dame had a $50 mark inside the fine silk 
lining. However, although such extrava- 
gant orders are not uncommon, they are not 
usually received from people who have been 
accustomed to the use of.a check-book for 
several generations. The little girl who is 
being brought up for the modest sum of 
$60,000 would not have over $50 spent on all 
the hats she would wear in a year. 


Cultivate Her Brain Cells. 


After observing the cost of clothing the 
rosebud from the cradle to the ‘‘coming-out”’ 
tea, the next item that catches the eye is 
the somewhat heavy expense of keeping her 
in her right mind. The cultivation of her 
200,000 brain cells—for the modern girl in- 
sists that she has exactly the same number 
of cells which the scientist allows her 
brether—if done in a properly fashionable 
way, will exhaust $15,000, and is capable of 
making inreads on a much larger sum if a 
loophole is desired for a superfluous income. 
If the 200,000 cells have been sent from out 
of town to be enlarged, their owner must 
have a pretty front room at one of the most 
fashionable Fifth avenue schools, which-- 
with board and tuition—means anywhere 
from $1,200 to $1,500 for the school year. 
This amount does not include an innumer- 
able array of extras in the shape of car 
fares,. stationery, music bills, rent for a 
— * pew, and tickets for operas, concerts, 
und lectures, all of which the little green bud 
must have if her culture is to be of an up-to- 
date quality. 

Nine-tenths of all the girls who attend the 
Swell city schools are taught to feel that 
their riding lessons are an essential part of 
their education, as much so as music or 
mathematics. And lessons at these acad- 
emies from a competent instructor, usually 
a lady, rarely cost less than $3 a lesson, with 
an additional expense of $2 for a well-trained 


horse. Frequently the instruction is kept up 


for two seasons, and the riding in the park 

with a teacher often continues for a third 

and fourth year, making a net expense for 

this acomplishment alone of nearly $2,000. 
‘Her Coming-Out Clothes. 

Of course the properly trained child also 
drives, rows, and swims, but, as a rule, 
these outdoor sports are acquired and prac- 
ticed at the country home, under the guid- 
ance of either father or brother, which limits 
the expense in this case to the price of a pet 
pony, a dogcart, and light boat, costing, per- 
haps, $500, although $1,000 can be expended 
if the income still continues to be burden- 
some. 

Omitting a college course and a trip 
abroad, the last heavy expense before the 
bud is taken from the conservatory and ad- 
mitted to society’s flower show is the elab 
orate wardrobe prepared for her as a deb- 


utante; a bride’s trousseau is not more con- 


plete or expensive. Usually the entire outfit, 
from the theater bonnet to the dancing’ slip- 
per, is ordered from some smart modiste, 
who from long experience understands bet- 
ter than the debutante herself what is neces- 
sary. A Fifth avenue dressmaker whio 
makes a specialty of this sort of work, when 
questioned recently as to the cost of such an 
outfit, said that $5,000 would be a moderate 
sum for a complete wardrobe for a season. 

“Of course,” Madame continued, “it is 
possible for a girl in straitened circum- 
stances to make her début with only $3,000, 
but that would involve close economy and 
many sacrifices."’

After This Year Wellesley Girls Will 
Not Share in the Domestic Work— 
Radcliffe Has a Co-operative Asso- 
‘Clation Where Stu tse May Buy 
Supplies — Kettlea Supplant 
Hazing at Smith—Increased Mem- 
bership and New Instructors. 


Without exteption all the large women's 
coHeges report an increase in the number of 
students each year. The many friends of 
Wellesley College have been watching with 
keen interest and great satisfaction the rap- 
idly broadening policy of that institution. 
These friends will welcome the two decis- 
ions that have just been announced by the 
Board of Trustees. 

With the opening of the next college year. 
the system by which the gtudents have hith- 
erto shared in the clerical and lighter do- 
mestic work of the establishment will be 
abolished. The rapid increase in numbers in 
the last few years has made the old arrange- 
ment more and more cumbersome and im- 
practicable. The amount of expense neces- 
sary in applying such a system in a com- 
munity of 800 students is disproportionate 
to the results obtained, and the same sum 
will, it is felt, be more wisely expended if 
the work is perfomed by paid and skilled 
labor. The change will be welcomed by the 
young women themselves and by their par- 
ents, both of whom have felt, and with rea- 
son, that time and energy’ would be better 
expended on legitimate study. The trustees 
have also voted to raise the price of board 
and tuition to $400 a year. It is hoped that 
in this way the steadily increasing demand 
for a larger and better equipped teaching 
force may be met. 

Personal contact between faculty ‘and 
students has always been considered indis- 
pensable at Wellesley. To gain thig end 
many instructors and small divisionshave 
been the rule. Modern education demands 
that these instructors shall be specialists. 
and specialists cannot be secured at low 


figures. 
Is Up with the Times, 


Mrs. Irvine, the President, has proved her- 
self an able executive, with a keen eye for 
the signs of the times. She is aided by 
picked women and men from many colleges 
and universities, who are alive to the educa- 
tional demands of the day. The college has 
adopted a new curriculum, mainly optional 
after the freshman year, and offering a wide 
choice of higher electives and graduate 
courses. The enrollment this year, of a rel- 
atively large number of graduate students, 
alumnz, not only of Wellesley, but also of 
other inst§utions, proves the value of these 
advanced courses. 

Radcliffe College has opened with a larger 
number of students than in any previous 
year and a noteworthy increase over last 
year. There are sixty young women in the 
entering class, against forty in the corre- 
sponding class a year ago, and the entire 
list of students numbers 340, a gain of fifty- 
Six over last year. There are five more 
courses in instruction offered this year than 
last, making a total of 171 courses. Of the 
courses in Harvard University intended pri- 
marily for graduate work there are about 
fifty open to Radcliffe students. There are 
also eleven professors and instructors of 
Harvard that are this year for the first time 
giving courses at Radcliffe. 

With its increased attendance the college 
has felt a need for more space to accommo- 
date its students. Having this in view, a 
house in the rear of the college property was 
purchased last spring and has been con- 
nected with the main building by a covered 
walk. This house has been fitted up during 
the summer for the use of the students, and is 
a pleasant place for them to gather for con- 
versation and for the meetings of their va- 
rious societies. In one room in this building 
the Harvard Coéperative Association has 
established a branch temporarily. The asso- 
ciation is open for membership to Radcliffe 
as well as Harvard students,and at its stores 
may be purchased writing materials, books, 
and other articles needed by the students. 
At the end of the year the members each 
have a share in the profits of the gssociation, 
the proportion depending on the amount of 
each one’s purchases. 


Mountain Day at Smith, 


Smith College has entered upon its year’s 
work with fresh enthusiasm. A happy com- 
bination of the group and elective systems 
affords students almost absolute freedom 
in junior and senior studies. The class of 
‘99 has entered upon the scene with the hope- 
fulness and enthusiasm incident to fresh- 
men. There are nearly 300 freshmen and 
only 200 sophomores to patronize them, so 
that juniors and seniors have béen sum- 
moned to aid at the sophomore reception. 
Hazing at Smith takes the not unpleasant 
form of a dance and numerous kettledrums, 
and the sophomoré reception is an annual 
28 festivity in honor of the enterin 
class. 


Mountain day, a holiday distinctive to 


Smith, was celebrated in the usual manner } 


by excursions to the neighboring hills. Mem- 


| bers of the Walking club, in short skirts and 


gaiters, gayly covered fifteen or more miles 
at a spinning rate, and returned not too tired 
for evening festivities. Parties of girls char- 
tered barges for long drives and edified the 
country folk with Fair Smith Senior.“ The 
leveliest spots in Northampton’s remarka- 
bly lovely surroundings were explored by 
these parties of college girls. 

Barnard College has added to her faculty 
several well-known Columbia professors, 
who hitherto have refused to lecture to 
women. Their classes are not only for the 
benefit of those attending thé college, but 
are open to other graduates or specially 
qualified students. 5
